Marion Toy Project Plans Final Year

This past Saturday, Saint Gabriel's Parish Hall 
looked like a toy store as Betsy Duncan displayed the 
stuffed animals, tea sets, games, puzzles, books, and 
myriad other toys that she and her "elves" have been 
getting ready for the past year. This year, the toys will be 
delivered to children as far away as New Orleans in time 
for Christmas. 

For the past 16 years, Ms. Dimcan has been 
orchestrating the Marion Toy Project from her home. All 
year long, she and her helpers collect used toys from the 
community and then refurbish them in her home. 

"All of the dolls get a bath and their outfits are 
washed," she said pointing to dozens of Barbies packaged 
in specially prepared gift boxes. "Each doll gets a couple 
of outfits, and then I shrink-wrap the box to make it look 
nice and to keep everything clean," she said. "We try to 
make them look as good as new." 

Amazingly, none of the toys looked even slightly 
used, a testimony to the hard work of Ms. Duncan and her 
team. If something is missing or broken, the team always 
makes it like new, said Ms. Duncan, referring to a giant 
checker set her son repaired.

Sadly, this is the last year Ms. Duncan will run 
the Marion Toy Project because she and her helpers have 
decided they are ready to retire (several of these hard- 
working volunteers are now in their eighties). "There is a 
lot of work involved in this," she explained. 

Ms. Duncan modeled her project after a similar 
one developed by her father and mother out near Chi- 
cago. 

"During World War II my parents lived in Bar- 
rington, Illinois, a small town northwest of Chicago," she 
said. "They teamed up with Hyde and Marie Gillette to 
get toys for the inner city kids." She explained that at this 
time money was scarce and most of the toys were wooden 
or metal and had to be repainted for the children. 

Mr. Gillette, a centenarian, came to Saint Gabriel's 
to see Ms. Duncan's last display. As he wandered among 
the fire trucks and Legos, he praised Ms. Duncan for her 
hard work and dedication. 

Each year, area social workers come and col- 
lect the toys and distribute them to children aroimd the

state. Some of the toys make their way to Nantucket and 
Martha's Vineyard. 

Kate McGaffey, a supervisor at the Department 
of Social Services (DSS) on Cape Cod, said that she takes 
toys down to clients in the Hyannis area, but there are 
also people in the tri-town area who receive toys. "We 
don't want anyone to be left out," she said, adding that 
"for the past several years, Betsy has personally helped 
me to get presents for adolescents who are too old for 
toys. She is a wonderful person." 

Ms. Duncan said that when she first started the 
project she was often overwhelmed and wanted to quit. 
She thanked Mattapoisett's own benefactor Maurice 
"Mudgie" Tavares for encouraging her to keep on and 
for helping her to see the importance of her work. Mr. 
Tavares often brought toys and wrapping paper to a local 
prison so that inmates would have a gift for their children, 
she said. 

Sandra Dawson of Marion has been Ms. Duncan's 
"right-hand lady" for the past 16 years. She explained 
that in the beginning the group put posters all over town, 
but now the toys just come in every year with very little 
prompting. 

"It's going to be hard not working on the project," 
Ms. Dawson said. "We have formed quite a fellowship of 
older women." 

Ms. Duncan said that any further donations will 
be accepted. She is planning to forward remaining toys to 
Sandi Vary who organizes the Dick Melloni Toy Drive in 
Wareham.

has served for the last five years. 

"Prior to that I was the Town Clerk in Winthrop, 
on the north shore," Mr. Dawson said. "I was born and 
raised there. It's where I began cultivating my interest 
in local municipal government. I was a Town Meeting 
member, then elected to Board of Health, and then elected 
to Town Clerk's position which I held until I came to 
Stoughton." 

Mr. Dawson was first asked how he would estab- 
lish an effective working relationship with the Board of 
Selectmen. 

"I completely understand the role of Town Ad- 
ministrator is to implement the policies adopted by the 
Board of Selectmen," Mr. Dawson said. "Over the course 
of many years I've really had what I consider a strong 
ability to work well across a wide spectrum of elected 
boards. (Town government), at times, tends to be a natural 
tug of war, (so) it's important to keep the lines of commu- 
nication open. Communication is a key (component)." 

Asked how accessible he would be to the general 
public and the town's various department heads, Mr. 
Dawson noted: 

"I believe in open lines of communication ... espe- 
cially when you tend to disagree, you need to hear those 
different points of view. It really is critically important to 
open those lines of communication and keep them open. 
To do that, you need to reach out to the (various) boards 
and departments in town — whether they be elected, ap-

pointed or citizen groups. They are (all) vital in municipal 
government. You can't work without them." 

Of his management style, Mr. Dawson said: 

"Obviously I know from experience that the Town 
Administrator doesn't always agree with the Board of 
Selectmen. But, ultimately, the Town Administrator's role 
is to implement the policies that the board adopts. If I had 
to describe my management style, it would be participa- 
tory. You need to be proactive ... reach out to groups and 
understand their concerns." 

Mr Dawson said that working together is a key to 
effective town government. 

"I believe in working together to the extent that 
it's possible as a team ... there is a chain of command as

Scurvey in Guinea Pigs 

My guinea pig is eating less and cries when he walks. My 
friend said he has a Vitamin C deficiency. Is she correct? 

The most common problem in guinea pigs is scurvey, 
which is caused by a Vitamin C deficiency. You guinea 
pig's signs are consistant with this nutritional disorder. 

How can I prevent my guinea pig from developing scur- 
vey? 

1. Purchase small bags of pellets. Vitamin C only lasts 
in pellets for 3 months from the time that it is manufac- 
tured. 

2. Supplement his diet with vegetables that are rich in 
Vitamin C such as peppers, kale and dandelion leaves. 

3. Supplement his diet with Vitamin C drops that are 
made for children. 50mg per day is safe.

to how things need to be done, but everyone should have 
something to contribute. In Stoughton we brought in all 
the departments to rework the budget when lottery aid 
was withdrawn. It wasn't easy and services were cut, but 
people felt good about it because they were involved in 
the process." 

As for fiscal management and budget planning, 
Mr. Dawson said: 

"The first order of business would be the estab- 
lishment of a capital reserve plan and determining the 
(town's) use of Free Cash. These are things that would 
be of immediate concern to me. The board needs to set 
policies with regard to cash flow ... and reserves are really 
important." 

When asked about dealing with personnel mat- 
ters and contract negotations, Mr. Dawson said he has 
actively been involved with negotiating contracts in 
Stoughton. 

"I've dealt with nine different labor unions. 
We've been very proactive with trying to find new ways 
to approach the contracts. We try to (stress that) for every 
action there is a reaction, for every proposal there is an 
additional cost. It's more than just so much an hour ... 
the town is absorbing a large part of (employee benefits), 
too." 

Selectman Henry asked Mr. Dawson to provide 
examples of some past lessons learned. 

"What I've learned is in order to get a job done.

there really needs to be an understanding of the problem 
and you really need to include (town departments) in the 
process. Things can get pretty rocky if you don't involve 
the affected boards and commissions from the get-go. It 
becomes a turf war. The school of hard knocks has taught 
me that communication, dialogue and inclusion in the 
process is important. Good government is like a chain, it's 
only as strong as its weakest link." 

Asked how he's dealt with town matters as re- 
flected in the press, Mr. Dawson noted: 

"The press, to me, is as important as the Board 
of Selectmen, as important as the Board of Assessors. It's 
very important to be as open and honest with (residents). 
Obviously, there are times when matters are sensitive and 
you have to learn how to deal with them (in the press, 
but) I've worked well with them." 

When asked what his first task would be if hired 
as Marion's Town Administrator, Mr. Dawson said: 

"What I'd really want to do is to start and get to 
know the people (in Town Hall) and people in town. I 
need to understand the players in town and how things 
work. I'd want to spend some time getting to know the 
people. I can only do a good job if I understand where 
everyone is coming from." 

The board next interviewed Phyllis Marshall. Ms. 
Marshall is currently Treasurer/ Collector with Water- 
town, MA, where she also previously served as both As- 
sistant Town Manager and procurement officer. "I've been

involved with construction projects, worked with the 
Connecticut Resource Authority, negotiated contracts for 
fixed-price electrical service, worked on the Finance Com- 
mittee, and worked as purchasing agent," Ms. Marshall 
said. 

Asked what her working relationship with the 
Board of Selectmen would entail, Ms. Marshall said: 

"I think it's important to share a lot of documen- 
tation and share it with dialogue. It's not always possible 
to get everyone to agree, but you can get their input. 
There are always people who feel their concerns (aren't) 
appropriately addressed, but it may not be the best for the 
community as a whole. I think it's important that sharing 
goes both ways."

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When asked how accessible she'd be to both the 
public and various town boards, Ms. Marshall offered: 

"I think it's key to be very accessible. People 
need to know that they can have that contact, that their 
opinions are going to be treated straightforward (and) 
with respect. If department heads don't feel they have the 
ability to communicate when there are issues, they might 
stop. If the board has an issue or concern and the Town 
Administrator is not available, it can be very aggravating 
and create some gaps (in town government). There needs 
to be an open door policy ... I think it's critical to bring- 
ing the community to a place where it's responsive to the 
people." 

Asked her thoughts on fiscal management and 
the budget process, Ms. Marshall said: 

"The starting place is to look at your current 
budget in detail. Sometimes you can see a pattern there 
where you need to rethink and evaluate it in a different 
way. Nobody likes to amend their budget ... but if you put 
those concerns upfront ... you can (make the) decisions 
that need to be made." 

Ms. Marshall said her approach to labor manage- 
ment and union relations is not all that different from her 
overall management philosophy. 

"I work hard to be consistent and reliable and 
follow-through on what I've started. When I make a com- 
mitment, I stick with it. When I propose something for a 
budget, it's my commitment to carry it through. I think 
if you ask people, they'd say I'm a straight-shooter and 
I won't make promises that I can't keep. I think account- 
ability is everything. If I'm saying this is my best effort, I 
expect yours as well." 

Although she didn't see any problems with tran- 
sitioning from Watertown to Marion, Ms. Marshall did 
say there would be immediate issues that needed to be

addressed. 

"First thing is to meet with various people in 
town and to get my hands dirty and be involved with the 
community. I think so much of it is information gathering 
in the beginning. There's a budget that needs to be put to- 
gether. I think the biggest issue is meeting with (the Board 
of Selectmen) to set priorities and goals and (also) meet 
with various businesses and residents." 

Asked of her personal strengths and weaknesses, 
Ms. Marshall offered: 

"I do have my standards, and sometimes I have to 
step back and say: is this a realistic standard for this situa- 
tion and is this fair? I tend to be overanalytical and some- 
times I spend too much time trying to decide whether I 
can do a job or not. But this is a job where you have many 
tasks and you need to get the job done." 

When questioned what past lessons she's learned 
from previous work experience, Ms. Marshall said: 

"The most important thing has been dealing with 
the various people. I've dealt with contractors, architects, 
lawyers, elected officials, appointed officials, the general 
public — I just think every experience I've had has taught 
me something. It's important to know when to push and 
when to let go. I think at every level (of government), 
that's really the kind of experience I've had. It's taught me 
a lot about consensus-building and communicating. You 
have to be able to say, 'I'm sorry but the answer is still no.'

I was serving as Selectman when 
the Town of Rockland offered me the position of Town 
Administrator" 

Having been Town Administrator in Rockland 
for the past five years, Mr. Plant said he felt it was time to 
move on. 

"The reason I'm looking to leave Rockland is it's a 
tough community with a five-member Board of Selectmen 
and it's been a difficult five years. It's been rewarding, too, 
we've made a lot of strides there, but 1 think it's time for 
me to take on a new challenge." 

Asked how he would establish an effective work- 
ing relationship with the Board of Selectmen, Mr Plant 
said: 

"Having been a Selectman myself, 1 sort of under- 
stand what you're up against. 1 look at it as a team concept. 
1 see the Town Administrator as a team facilitator, if you 
will. Information flow is probably the most important thing 
— to keep the board informed. Because when things go 
badly, the Board of Selectmen takes the heat." 

When asked how accessible he would be to the 
public and other town employees, Mr Plant said:

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Finance Committee meetings. I think, all in all, I have a 
good relationship with the appointed boards and commit- 
tees and also with the elected officials in Town Hall." 

Questioned about his fiscal planning skills and 
experience with developing budgets, Mr. Plant said: 

"We're in the middle of the budget process right 
now (in Rockland). Budget decisions are based on revenue 
projections and department heads submit their budget 
requests to me (each year). This year, they've been told it's 
probably going to be a level-funded year. (The FinCom) 
had a tendency to not have a balanced budget coming out 
of the Annual Town Meeting. They always figured they 
could make adjustments at the fall Special Town Meeting. 
That always made me very nervous. It caught up with 
them this year and it's really not wise (to do)." 

Asked what his experience is in dealing with per- 
sonnel issues and contract negotiations, Mr. Plant noted: 

"I've probably negotiated 15 or so contracts. It's 
probably the one part of the job that I least like. It can be 
very divisive at times. The only union I've really had dif- 
ficulty with is the International Association of Fire Fight- 
ers (lAFF). They are difficult to negotiate with. But we've 
managed to come to terms." 

Selectman Henry asked how Mr. Plant feels the 
transition from Rockland to Marion would proceed. 

"I don't foresee any problems. It's just a matter of 
getting to know the people, the town, the issues that mat- 
ter," he said. "In my experience in the Army, you learn you 
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don't want to do too much at first — you don't want to 
upset the apple cart, so-to-speak." 

Of his personal strengths and weaknesses, Mr. 
Plant offered: 

"I think my best qualities are my leadership abili- 
ties, my problem-solving skills, and my sense of humor 
— which in this business if you don't have a sense of 
humor, you're in trouble. And a sense of loyalty. On the 
downside, I sometimes have a temper and get a little frus- 
trated, and I show it. But it's something I'm working on." 

Asked what lessons he's learned from past job 
experiences, Mr. Plant said: 

"As time's gone on, I've learned to be a little 
less controlling. In the Army I was a micromanager and 
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I wanted to be involved in everything. But I've since 
learned to assess folks and learn to trust them (and del- 
egate) authority. I'm also learning to not say too much — I 
sometimes have a tendency to talk too much." 

The board unanimously voted to have all three re- 
turn for final follow-up interviews and Chairman Andrew 
Jeffrey said the board's goal is to, hopefully, have a new 
Town Administrator in place by January 1, 2007. 

Rochester Selectmen's Meeting 
November 15, 2006 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

A special meeting of the Rochester Board of Se- 
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lectmen was called to order on Wednesday, November 15 
at 7:00 pm by Chairman Bradford N. Morse. Also present 
were Selectman Richard Nunes, Selectman Dan A. Mc- 
Gaffey, and Town Counsel Blair Bailey. Town Administra- 
tor James Huntoon and Administrative Assistant Veronica 
Lafreniere were not present for the meeting. 

The purpose of this meeting was to interview the 
three final candidates for the position of Town Adminis- 
trator. According to Town Counsel Blair Bailey, the board 
initially received some 26 applications for the slot now 
held by James Huntoon. They narrowed that field down 
to 11 semifinalists and ended up doing initial interviews 
with eight of those over a two-week period. Those in- 
terviews resulted in three finalists who were each being 
interviewed tonight for a second time. 

The board first met with David Gerwatowski of 
New Bedford, MA. 

Mr. Gerwatowski served on the New Bed- 
ford City Council for eight years; was Chairman of the 
Council's Finance Committee for five years; has served 
as Counsel to the Senate Committee on Ways and Means; 
currently owns and operates his own law practice in New 
Bedford; and is the current Legislative Counsel to the 
New Bedford City Council. 

When asked why he sought the Town Adminis- 
trator's position in Rochester, Mr. Gerwatowski noted: 

"It's pretty much been 20 years now that I've been 
(working) in government. If s not only the big things that 
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you can accomplish, but it's the small, subtle things that 
you can do on a daily basis that impact people's lives. It's 
motivating to me and I enjoy that type of work. Especially 
in a region that I care about." 

When asked to cite his strengths and weaknesses, 
Mr. Gerwatowski said: 

"My strength is that I'm decisive and confident in 
the decisions that I make. I acquire the information that's 
necessary to make a reasonable and valid choice in what- 
ever is it that (I'm) doing. I think people over time that 
know me (can) see that. I don't do things (based) on knee- 
jerk reactions. A weakness is that I always want things to 
be done the way that I do it. I've learned to realize that as 
long as someone is doing something that is efficient and 
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suits (them), it's okay." 

Asked to offer some suggestions or ideas he'd like 
to implement in Rochester, Mr. Gerwatowski said: 

"I think one thing I would like to see done is 
(more) use of local universities and student internships. 
When I was a student at UMass Dartmouth, I was a stu- 
dent of government and really wanted to get involved." 

When asked how he would approach the annual 
budget process in Rochester, Mr. Gerwatowski noted: 

"You need to get a handle on fiscal management 
(and) need to put the policies in place ... (to) give the 
departments the parameters they can work under and, 
hopefully, submit them to the Finance Committee and 
Board of Selectmen within those parameters. The budget 
is a continuing, cycling process ... it doesn't begin or end 
with Town Meeting. (The board) doesn't have six to ten 
hours a day to devote to budgeting ... that's why you have 
a Town Administrator." 

As Rochester grows, so does the need for fine-tun- 
ing its by-laws. To that end, Mr Gerwatowski offered: 

"I'd consult immediately with Town Counsel to 
see what his view was on (them) ... then I'd notify the 
Board of Selectmen and bring (a proposal) before Town 
Meeting. You try to put the pieces together to make it 
easier for people who ultimately make (that) decision. The 
Building Department has the expertise on why (by-law 
changes) would be necessary ... not necessarily me." 

When asked what makes a good Town Adminis- 
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trator, Mr. Gerwatowski said: 

"A good Town Administrator is someone who un- 
derstands the workings of town government and under- 
stands that people all work together. You have to establish 
relationships and a sense of trust with them. What is criti- 
cal is that people respect and trust what you're doing. If 
they don't trust you or think you're fair, they'll stay away 
from you. It's (also) important to listen to people. People 
have legitimate concerns and they want to be listened to 
and want to be heard. I think it's keeping that open mind 
and keeping an even-hand, that's the critical piece of (be- 
ing a good Town Administrator)." 

At 7:45 pm the board met with Peter Grac- 
zykowski of Longmeadow, MA. 

Mr. Graczykowski currently works as Project 
Manager with the Finance Division for the City of Spring- 
field, MA; he also sits on the Board of Assessors in his 
hometown of Longmeadow; and he previously worked as 
Marketing and Key Account Coordinator with the Electric 
Light Department in the City of Chicopee, MA. He also 
holds a law degree and has been admitted to practice in 
Massachusetts and Connecticut. 

When asked how he would deal with potentially 
controversial issues, Mr. Graczykowski said: 

"I have been put in the position many times 
where I've had to deal with hot-button issues. The most 
recent one being the ongoing saga of trash fees in the City 
of Springfield. We're now facing a public relations (prob- 
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lem) with all the businesses. I've been working to get the 
word out to the press, trying to deal with the situation. In 
dealing with the City of Chicopee, we also had to develop 
a strategy for people to deal with complaints ... and now, 
of course, in Longmeadow I've been dealing with taxpay- 
ers who are upset about their tax bills. We just went to 100 
percent evaluation." 

Since the Town Administrator in Rochester is also 
the town's chief procurement officer, Mr. Graczykowski 
was asked about long-range capital planning: 

"In the City of Springfield we established a Capi- 
tal Planning Committee drawing on the experience from 
the department heads (who) had the most to say. We built 
out a five-year Capital Plan for the City of Springfield ... 
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this year, alone, the expenditures are well over $5 mil- 
lion. It's now becoming a permanent fixture of the budget 
process (and) a lot of it isn't being funded through regular 
appropriations. You can do it either through grants or by 
bonding." 

As the "go to" person in Rochester Town Hall, Mr. 
Graczykowski was asked how he'd manage the various 
town departments: 

"I'm a consensus builder. I like to make sure that 
everyone has a vested piece of the project they're work- 
ing on. I will explain to them that by helping the town, 
they will be helping their own cause. A lot of times people 
have other ideas that they think are better. Most of the 
time there is some sort of a compromise that you can 
work out ... something in the middle that still works. You 
can't simply say 'do it my way.'" 

With a part-time Board of Selectmen, Mr. Grac- 
zykowski was asked how he'd handle the daily decisions 
that need to be made in their absence: 

"The day-to-day management of the town should 
be handled by the Town Administrator. Anything that 
(seems a) high risk or (has) a big financial impact, should 
be brought to (the Board of Selectmen). As far as being the 
'go to' guy, I'm confident taking on that position. Some- 
times it's simpler to say 'lef s do more research and I'll get 
back to you.' There's no reason to answer someone in the 
next five minutes." 

One area that will require the Town Administra- 
tor's immediate attention is the updating and implemen- 
tation of the town's Personnel By-Laws. To that end, Mr. 
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Graczykowski offered: 

"I helped develop the performance evaluations 
in Chicopee. With the non-union employees, it basically 
came down to merit-based raises based on goals and 
objectives. People were rewarded based on how they ac- 
complished their goals and objectives. In Springfield it's a 
much bigger challenge ... there's not a lot of morale there 
... (since) union contracts were broken." 

Having dealt with mostly larger communities, Mr. 
Graczykowski was asked what he could bring to a small 
town like Rochester: 

"I think I can bring the fresh perspective of an 
outsider, but also diverse experience with larger (mu- 
nicipalities) that I can apply to a smaller town. As far as 
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finances, I can evaluate everything from a risk manage- 
ment perspective as a lawyer." 

At 8:30 pm the board met with Richard LaCam- 
era of Lakeville, MA. 

Mr. LaCamera has served on the Board of Select- 
men in neighboring Lakeville since 1992. He has also 
served on that town's Finance Committee and has col- 
lectively over 24 years' of government experience. He has 
extensive experience in accounting, software sales and 
marketing and currently works as Senior Account Execu- 
tive with NSB Retail /STS Systems, a Retail Enterprise 
Software Solutions Company. 

When asked why he is interested in becoming 
Rochester's Town Administrator, Mr. LaCamera said: 

"I look at (Lakeville and Rochester) and we've 
both experienced problems in dealing with the same 
things — growth, 40B applications — and I feel the ex- 
perience I've gotten over the years both with the Finance 
Committee and the Board of Selectmen can greatly benefit 
Rochester. I've hired two Town Administrators in the 
Town of Lakeville (so) I understand the responsibilities 
and the expectations of the Board of Selectmen." 

Asked how he'd approach long-range capital 
planning, Mr. LaCamera said: 

"(In Lakeville) we looked at each capital item and 
we put a life expectancy on each. Then we set up a plan 
to replace them every three to five years. If you look at 
the cost of the present value of a piece of equipment, it's 
actually cheaper to do that (on a regular basis). The most 
important thing about the capital plan is it's all docu- 
mented on a rolling, five-year basis. If you didn't have a 
capital plan, someone could just come in and say 'I need 
a new highway truck.' What this does is it disciplines 
the department heads into planning ahead. It's worked 
out very well because before we start the budget process.

we've already looked at the capital plan." 

Speaking of the budget process, Mr. LaCamera 

noted: 

"When I started with the Finance Committee 
years ago, we were responsible for doing all the budgets 
ourselves. I expect the role of the Town Administrator will 
be to put all the (budget) forms together, to gather infor- 
mation about previous expenses, put all the line items 
within the budget that are expected, (and) set guidelines 
under the Board of Selectmen as to what the budget pro- 
cess is going to be. What we've asked our (departments) 
to do over the past five years is to submit two budgets. 
First, what do you need to just maintain status quo? Then, 
a second budget as to what they'd like to have. You have

to decide what the priorities are. We just set our (budget) 
priorities in Lakeville. We categorized them as high, me- 
dium and low. We realize not everything can be funded ... 
it's give and take (and) when you're talking about a $15 
million budget, it's not a lot. I've been there, done that." 

When asked about some problems he's encoun- 
tered in Lakeville, Mr. LaCamera said: 

"We now have a Planning Committee. The reason 
we have a Planning Committee is the boards don't com- 
municate with each other. The problems are the same 
everywhere. We had a situation with our by-laws (be- 
ing) vague in a lot of situations. We had Kopelman and 
Paige review our by-laws and make recommendations 
for changes. If you look at our Master Plan, we tried to 
identify the ones that were most important. Once again, 
it's just a matter of communication." 

As for updating and fine-tuning Rochester's Per- 
sonnel By-Laws, Mr. LaCamera offered: 

"I actually implemented a Personnel Board under 
the Finance Committee in Lakeville. Our Personnel Board 
consists of a member of the Board of Selectmen, the Town 
Administrator, and representatives of the various depart- 
ments because we felt they'd understand the needs of 
(town employees). One of the first things we did was to 
make sure all positions had a job description." 

Asked what Rochester's biggest challenges are for 
the future, Mr. LaCamera said: 

"Too many towns around us are just focusing on

how to meet next year's budget. You need to look at two 
to three years out. I understand town government, I un- 
derstand town finances. I've had experience dealing with 
land developers in the Town of Lakeville ... and 1 think I 
have the experience to work in that environment." 

After completing the interviews, the Board of Se- 
lectmen deliberated the merits of each candidate in Open 
Session. 

"1 think all three candidates were very knowl- 
edgeable and they all had their own unique qualities," 
Selectman Nunes said. "With that said, as far as I'm 
concerned, Mr LaCamera is very experienced. He's had 
mimicipal experience, he's worked with the Finance Com- 
mittee ... he's done everything we've done. You just have 
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to look at where the Town Hall is at this point. Do we 
want to bring someone in who needs (time) to grow, or 
do we want someone to come in and do the job immedi- 
ately?" 

"1 agree," said Selectman McGaffey. "The other 
two candidates offered skills which are certainly inter- 
esting, but concrete municipal experience is (key). 1 am 
just so pleased with the caliber of candidates we had to 
(consider)." 

"My vote is with the same person ... and 1 think 
he fits with Rochester," Chairman Morse added. "1 no- 
ticed a lot of his comments were 'we,' referring to Lakev- 
ille ... but we're facing the same issues. We're a team and 
we're all trying to accomplish the same goals."

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Monday, November 20 
at 7:00 pm by Chairman pro tern Richard Nunes. Also 
present were Selectman Dan A. McGaffey and Adminis- 
trative Assistant Veronica Lafreniere. Selectman Bradford 
N. Morse and Town Administrator James Huntoon were 
not present for the meeting. 

The board first met with Town Clerk Naida Park- 
er, representatives of the Council on Aging (COA), and 
Police Chief Paul Magee concerning the traffic flow and 
parking problems at the recent statewide election. There 
was an excellent 66 percent voter turnout for the elec- 
tion and the town is growing, so Ms. Parker envisions a 
recurring situation every two years. It was suggested that 
the land belonging to the town behind the Dexter Lane 
ballfield be graveled over and used for overflow parking.

ing for the center which only has 36 spots available. 

Ms. Parker asked that she and Chief Magee be 
given permission by the board to speak to the Park Com- 
mission about this project which was granted.

• Received a letter from ORR School Superin- 
tendent Dr. William Cooper concerning the FY08 Budget 
meetings to be held on December 14 at 6:30 pm in the Old 
Rochester Regional High School Library. A follow-up ses- 
sion has been scheduled for March 1, 2007 at 6:30 pm also 
in the ORR High School Library. 

• Received a letter from the Department of 
Environmental Protection (DEP) noting that Rochester 
has been awarded a Municipal Waste Reduction Grant 
of $534. Rochester will receive 1,976 consumer education 
mailers. 

It was noted that a Planning Board Public Hear- 
ing will be held on November 28 at 7:15 pm in the Roch- 
ester Town Hall Conference Room regarding a special 
permit for a 115-Lot Flexible Development.

• A notice from the Town of Mattapoisett con- 
cerning their planned Sesquicentennial Celebration 
Parade on August 4, 2007.

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Under New Business, the board received a let- 
ter from a resident concerning the Rochester Memorial 
School Building Committee which has been forwarded to 
the Chairman of the Building Committee.

He noted that he has received a com- 
plaint about people living in a trailer and/ or a tent. He 
has forwarded the complaint to the Board of Health and 
the Building Inspector for their investigation into the mat- 
ter.

childhood education and also the necessity for early identifica- 
tion and intervention for children with learning difficulties. The 
Kindergarten curriculum has grown in scope, depth and com- 
plexity since Education Reform. Our first grade teachers have 
found an increase in student readiness to learn to read, write, 
and deal with numbers in children who have attended all-day 
Kindergarten. Because of these reasons and others, the Marion 
School Committee has endorsed the importance of the full-day 
Kindergarten model — even though half-day IGndergarten is 
currently what we are required to provide. 

Since we believe the full-day Kindergarten is important 
for all children, we remain concerned about our inability to of- 
fer this to everyone due to budget constraints. In keeping with 
Finance Committee guidelines, making this full-day Kindergar- 
ten program a part of our regular school budget would likely 
require a Proposition 2-1 / 2 override. The School Committee will 
explore this option with the Finance Committee and the Board 
of Selectmen as we begin the budget process for Fiscal Year '08. 
While we as taxpayers share the concern with rising property 
taxes, we believe it is sound educational policy to offer full-day 
Kindergarten to all of Marion's children without tuition charges. 

We are indeed thankful that through the generosity of 
some of Marion's citizens and civic groups, we have been able 
to help some needy families over the past three years. However, 
this is not a guaranteed source of funding. Additionally, we 
worry that there may be families who, for a variety of reasons, 
are imwilling or xmable to seek such assistance. 

We seek the input of Marion citizens in this idea of 
full-day Kindergarten. Please contact any member of the Marion 
School Committee or send an e-mail to the Committee secretary:

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Breaking Bond

Bond is back — sort of. In Casino Royale, the new "reboot" of the 
long-running 007 series, the idea is that we're piclcing up James Bond 
(Daniel Craig now) at the start of his double-oh career. So he bleeds, he 
lets his emotions get in the way, he's basically a human learning to be 
inhuman. Abstractly, all of this is interesting, and probably necessary to 
get away from the bloated decadence that the Bond films had become. 
But, as it turns out, some of that decadence was fan. For whatever reason, 
the 007 series has been trending away from fun since at least the Timothy 
Dalton days, and now, with Casino Royale, there's virtually no fun left. 
Congratulations, I guess? 

None of this is Daniel Craig's fault. He's got the dead-eyed ruth- 
lessness of Bond down pat, and he's easily the most robust and athletic 
Bond since Sean Connery. Craig steps into the role with no fuss, and he's 
able to carry the emotional weight Bond must shoulder. (There may be 
no sadder moment in all of the 007 films than this movie's shot of Bond 
eating alone in an elegant dining room after his companion has been called 
away.) Craig looks at ease in the famous tux, and he looks at ease chasing 
a car on foot, his heavy arms swinging (though he does this maybe one 
or two times too many). If there are future Bond films that focus more on 
escapist Craig has the physique and the attitude. But this only feels 
like a Bond film in fits and starts. 

The cartoonishness is gone — there's no supervillain this time, just 
some guy trying to win a bunch of money at poker so he can finance ter- 
rorism. There are no superweapons, no Q with the fancy gadgets (well, 
John Cleese as "R" had replaced Q; hopefully we'll see him again). This 
is a realistic spy caper, presumably going back to the Ian Fleming books. 
And there's some suave entertainment to be had from watching Bond stare 
down the bad guy across the poker table. But perhaps the Bond movies 
had their day, and that day was the '60s and '70s, when Connery and 
Roger Moore didn't dream of taking the movies seriously. (It probably 




r 



doesn't help that the Austin Powers series taught a generation to laugh at 
Bond, not with him.) When you strip the 007 films down for action and 
"realism," you lose the soul of those old beloved Bond movies — they 
might as well be Jason Bourne movies. 

Well, the Bourne movies already grabbed Franka Potente, who 
would 've made a great funky B ond girl, and the firstxXx used Asia Argento 
(ditto). So what we're left with, apparently, is the rather wishy-washy Eva 
Green as an accountant who hangs around to make sure Bond doesn't 
blow all of MI6's money at the poker table. Bond falls in love with her 
because she's the one person he can't figure out. Well, he's young, he'll 
learn. Eva Green looks good in smoky black eyeshadow, but she's a slip 
of a girl — how does she go to bed with Bond and not break? — and 
vastly unmemorable even as eye candy. As in the past few Bond films, 
Judi Dench's M remains the one woman supremely unimpressed by Bond 
and therefore the movies' true heroine. 

One sequence near the beginning, with the amazing Sebastien Foucan 
leading Bond on a merry chase across various cranes, delivers the old-style 
thrills. The rest of it is brutal punching and shooting, with a genital-torture 
scene tossed in for variety. We get it: Being a double-oh agent is rough 
work. But if that's all the 007 franchise has left to tell us, maybe it needs 
a reboot less than a Viking funeral. Casino Royale may bring Bond back, 
but it leaves behind a lot of what made Bond Bond — the bigness, the 
outrageousness, the fan. And without those things, there's really no point 
to this franchise.

While out and about running my midweek errands the 
other day, I came across a sight I hadn't seen in quite a long 
time.

My initial reaction was something akin to nostalgia, as I 
fondly recalled the "good ol' days" when I wasted countless 
similar hours of my then-seemingly-endless day to alter- 
nately stand, sit and shuffle in a similar pack of wolves just 
to be among the first to purchase tickets to a rock concert. 

But with the advent of the Internet and online ticket 
merchants, that bit of brotherhood bonding all but fell by 
the wayside for me and fellow music fans, to be replaced 
by mouse-clicking zealots who had learned to hone their 
lightning-fast purchase skills on eBay. 

When I later saw on the evening news that the throng I 
spied outside of Best Buy was, in fact, waiting to purchase 
Sony's new overhyped, overpriced, and sure-to-be-glitch- 
ridden Playstation 3 game console, however, my sense of 
kinship with this wandering band of gypsies devolved into 
utter disgust. It would appear these people were spending 
not hours, but days standing in line to buy a video game 
system. 

Yes, a video game system. 

Now, maybe I'm starting to show my age a bit here, but 
I've never been all that eager or interested in playing a video 
game to the point of exhaustion. And I certainly wouldn't 
dream of camping outside of a retail store for one or several 
nights just to be the first in line to buy what otherwise should 
be viewed as nothing more than a simple diversion. 

I know there are some people my age who do enjoy 
playing video games, but I think even the casual Playstation 
or X-Box user would readily admit that some things just 
aren't so critical as to warrant spending hours — no, make 
that days — waiting in line for them. 

I guess what irks me is how cavalier and downright 
irresponsible said video game junkies appeared to be by 



effectively thumbing their noses at school or work just to 
be among the "first" to get their hot, little hands on a Sony 
Playstation 3 console. I really have to wonder what the logi- 
cal rationale — if any — was behind their decision to forgo 
classes or job obligations to sleep on a cement sidewalk 
outside of Best Buy. 

"Um, like, I can't be at work today because, like, I've 
gotta sleep outside Best Buy to get a Sony Playstation 3 when 
it comes out Friday. "

this week. " 

At the risk of sounding petty, I just can't fathom the se- 
riousness of buying what is tantamount to an electronic toy. 
And knowing that those same Playstation pawns wouldn't 
for an instant give the same consideration to, say, standing 
in line to vote in an election or putting in an equal amount 
of hours doing some type of community service is both 
discouraging and disheartening. 

With literacy levels continuing to take a nose-dive and 
statistics suggesting that more and more students are reading 
less and less, I can't help but place some of the blame on 
this rampant obsession with electronic gadgetry. 

Now, in the spirit of full disclosure, I'm certainly all for 
technological advancements like computers, the Internet, 
CDs, DVDs, iPods, cell phones, and anything else that makes 
both work and play more palatable. But like everything in 
life, moderation is key. And to me there's just no logical or 
reasonable excuse to spend hour after hour sitting in front of 
a TV shooting up computer-generated zombies ... let alone 
waiting to buy a system that will allow you to do so. 

But wait, there's more. I haven't even mentioned how 
much this Holy Grail of a game system costs. The off-the- 
shelf retail price for a Sony Playstation 3 system is $600. 

Now you might wonder how struggling college students 
who can barely afford to buy textbooks for blown-off classes 
... or an employee who randomly takes days off from atypi- 
cal work week can afford such a luxury? 

Yeah, me too.
